The armj- contracts arc 
signed, ollicors have received sealed march- 
ing orders, and the expectation of immedi- 
ate war is almost universal. Her Ht.ate of 
roadinesa is perfect, with not a gaiter but- 
ton wanting to tlio e(piipineiitof thearniy. 
Hiisiness is conijiletely suspended, com- 
mercial relations have been so nineh flus- 
tered. Tho opinion ftivors an imniedi.it. e 
relax from tho tension in (iormany. Not- 
withstanding tho rumors of a probable 
vioLition of Belgian territory, the feel 
ing is that the caiupnign will be omdncted 
as in ]870 on tlie AlB.'ice-Lorraine froiitii!r. 
P^raiicu is not so ready for w;ir as (iermany 
will be. It is thoroughly understood that 
if M'ar breaks out in western ICnropo it 
W(.iuld be begun by (Iermany for tactical 
and diploniabic reasons, to neubralize 
France in the event of an Austro- Russian 
conllict.

CiiicAjjtCMarch 11, The Kmes' Otta- 
wa, Ont., special of Marcli lObh says: 
The outlook for bho luinbor trado for the 
coming sea.son ia far fr<im encouraging 
and inilesa wifJiiii tJii^ ne.xt few weeks 
thoro is gre.at iiii|)rovuuieiif. in the condi- 
tion of the woods, which are now covered 
with snow from bwolvo to lifbeeii feeb 
deep in places, the lumbering business 
will sustain a very severe loss of the stock 
of hniiberon hand. Nearly eveiy plank 
in tho Ottawa district has boon purcliaaed 
and there is nothing left to supply the 
prosent demand. Within the past bwelvi^ 
months the price of linnbor here ha.s ad- 
vanced 15 per cent. The uncertainty of 
this BiMson s cut has had thu eileot of still 
further running up the price. 

Monihers of some of the oldest liiiiilier- 
iug firm:; :;ay that this li;i;; been the inosl 
severe winter on liinihiiring operat i<iiis 
e)(er oxperiunced, and it is foiu'od tho cut 
will be a long way short uf bho quantity of 
ItigB rutjuired to till the demand f(jr sawed 
luinbor. Tlie terrible fall of snow during 
the prosonb winter has by no means been 
confined to this dist rict, as aih ices receivtMl 
from Three Rivers, (Jiiebec, state that 
recent arrivals froni the lumboriiig dis- 
tricts thoro rujiort un unprecodonted 
qiiaiitibyof snow in the woods, lifboon foeb 
ill sonio places. There is certain bo bo a 
groab dearbh of logs in the spring, and 
tho lumber brado will certainly susbtiin 
great loss. *

London, March 15. — A despatch from 
St. I'etershurg to the Ncir.i says 

that while the czar was riit-tirning from 
tho nuiuicm services in the Cathedral of 
.St. I'oter and St. Paul, a bomb, attached 
to a cord, was thrown in his direction. 
The intention was tu tighten the string, 
which was connected with the mechaniBiii, 
and thus explode the bomb, bub before ib 
could be effectod tho criminal and bis sns- 
])ecte(l accomplice wen; seized. It was 
found that they lived together in a 
lodging-house in the siibui-b of tho city. 
The police visited this limiso luid dis- 
covered a ciuantiby of explosives and a 
number ' of revolutionary pamphlets. 
Over two hundred jioraons liavo id- 
ready been arrested in connection with the 
aflair. Tho Gorman pidice had warmed tho 
UiiHsian authorities th:it aii attempt would 
be made on the czar's life, but the latter 
failed ti> trace tho (ilottors. A telegram 
from AMeiina conlirmed the Netv.i' diap.itch 
and says the bomb was under tho cz;u''s 
carriage and that it was shaped like a book, 
so that it could be carried in the hand 
without exciting suspicion.

A despatch from St. Petersburg to the 
SUuulard aaya that one of the six students 
arrested in connection with the plot, car- 
ried a hollow book cautaining a bobble 
tille<l with dynamite and poisoned bnlletH.

— 1 1. is semi- 
ofiici.illj- stated tliat the Sunday iiolico 
were informed that an attempt iiiiglit bo 
made on the life of the Cz-ar to-day, it 
being tho anniversary of tho as.sassination 
of his father. Tho result was that the 
police arrested near the iiii[ioi'i:d palacu 
several persons discovered holding dyna- 
mite bombs in their hands ready to throw 
at the C'zjir as ho emerged.

TERRIBLE RAlLlfOAD ACCIDENT. 
Twenty-Thrco PaBgengors Hurled to Death. 

The accidmit on the Boston A' Provi- 
iloncu railroad between Kosliiidale and 
Forest Hill has proved to la; a frightful 
affiiir. Latest dispatches say that four 
cars wont through the bridge and that 
thirly-two )ier,-ions were k died , and forty 
sc'rionsly injured. Among that number 
.■ire m.iiiy women. Coiidiielor Tihleii is 
among tlie killed. Tin; accident occurred 
on till! IJedliaiii branch at wh.at is known 
as BuBsey Bridge. .Aiiol her disiiatch ro- 
lidesbhatat 7 o'clock the t rain from l)ed- 
hani, coiL^ist ing of seven ears and a hag- 
gage ear, under I he charge of Conductor 
'I'ilden, hi-ol.e tliiougli the bridge!. The 
t'ligino and throe cars wont over safely 
but livo others went through tho bridge to 
the road bonuatli, a dstance i>f thirty feet. 
The last ear, which was I lie smokiir, turned 
completidy over and si ruck on lop of the 
others, all being cnisheil almost init of 
sliajiu. The cause of the aeeideiil is said 
to have been tho lireaking of the bridge. 

Thu police stiy that 22 persons were 
killed outright and as many others mil 
dio. When his engine broke from the 
triiiii. the uiigineor did nob stop to ascer- 
tain the daniago bub kojit rigid, on to 
Forest for assistjince.

garia. it Ls quite apparent that the iiiii- 
tiny has been incited by Russian emis- 
saries, and that Russia intends to make 
the disi ill h.ilices t here ;i prete.^t for tlu^ 
f.ircil lie Mcciipat icin of the cnuntry. She 
has alrc;idy noli lied the l>ulg.-n'i,-iii Re- 
gency th;il t,liey will be llidd res|ii uisil ili- 
for any injury to the persons or propei'ty 
of llussiaii subjects. This is the sublimit}' 
of otl'rontery. Russia sends spies and 
agents into Hiilgaria to stir uji and excite 
felielliou and ilidiiee .-i mutiny among thn 
I luluori.-in I I'Miips. and then informs the 
1 ill lL;.iii,iii gineninient that the Russians, 
vvliii .-iiv direct ly responsible f<n- the dis- 
I iii-liaiu-es, iiiiist not be punished, under 
penalty of Kiissia's vengeance. Of course 
this is only ajiart of the plan for the ul- 
tiniale siihjiigation of Bulgaria anil her 
sulijoclion to Russian autlmrity. A ]ioor 
u.xcu.se is lietler than none, and as Russia 
li,-is been iin.'ilile to llnd a prelexl, for 
invailing Bulgaria, it is proceeding to 
iiiakc! 0111-. 'I'he conseipiences of a Russian 
invasion of liulgaria are horrible to con- 
template. The RuBsbn - Soldiery hove 
ovidiiiiced their innate cruelty and bar- 
bju it y so many t imes that humanity would 
shiidiler at tile very thought of lln^ ex- 
cesses which they wdiild commit. I'lvery 
crime under tlu; .siiii would he but sport 
to tlieni, iiiid the horrors of ordinary war- 
f.iro would be increased a hundred-fold. 
Bulgai-i.-i's condition is indeed unfortunate. 
She is totally iinalile, withinit assistance, 
to ilotelid lier.self against liiissia, and we 
are at a loss to see whence she can seek 
foreign aid. Austria, the natural ally of 
linlyaria, is not in eondition to render hei- 
maU'rial assist.-incis in view of iho fact 
t!i,il .'111 alli.iiiee exists hetween Russia and 
(leriiiaiiy, and the jealousy between 
.■\ustria ,iiiil ( iei uiany is intense. Turkey 
we fe,if, Wciuld ciiunt hut for little, and 
her inl erl'ereiice uould gi\'e Russia her 
long-sought oppoi'tuiiity for an advanei^ 
upon the Bosphorus. The only nation of 
Continohtal Europe that could efFoctually 
elieek the designs of Russia (lerniany 
li;is ticilherown hands liy t reaty, and, 
besides, has enough to eiigagi^ her un- 
divided attention uiioii the li'reiicli fron- 
tiur. It seems alinosl incredihle that this 
age should stand quietly by and see uii- 
hai)py Bulgaria Russianized, as wofl un- 
fortunate Poland; hut unless the tide of 
war shall turn there seems no escape from 
such a result. '

That gentle- 
nian wiw pnrtiebkrly ' unfortinmte tiking 
two farmei-s ' tt) illustinto "liis arguuicnt 
Wliatovor hi;nolit it might be l.i men 
engaged in spi'cul.-il ive pursuits to liorro' 
money, such a course w.'is certainly not I 
tho advantage of the f.irm.'r. Tb 
revenue of the provinei; w.is now 
little over S!50U,000. Tho amount which 
wo would have to pay out next 
year, in the way of interest, w.i.'i !=;I02, 
000, so that lienceforw.-iril one liflh of 
each yoJir's revenue will be ilr.twu onfm 
thin purjiose. If this thing slionhl c.iii- 
tiniie the time wotihl come wlii:n tin 
ministers of the crown woul.l bavi; totaki 
an 1. (). V. from the province for theii' 
mdaries. In roferenoe'tiDi tlfo vacant port- 
folio, the g. iveriiniont were ovidenlly 
keeping it hanging over the lie.ids of llieii 
sixteen f.illowers. It was atr.inge a go\ - 
oniment with such a large following could 
not Hud among its sujiportors .>iio cupable 
of holding so responsiblo a position. Re- 
ferring to election nmtturs in Lillooet dis- 
trict, be said, inforeiititilly, that instruc- 
tions had been given not to employ any 
one on tho roads who was not a govern- 
ment .supliorter. 

Mr. Allen — That's not so. 

Mr. Semlin proceeded to refer to the 
appointment of Mr. Allen's son as m.-iil 
superiiitendoiit, and subseiiuently to his 
appointment aa mounted c.instablo at lot)- 
Milo House. Tho latter appointineiit b;ul 
atfected a juiielioii belwe.'ii the two iiieiu- 
bcra representing the .listriet. L'lst year 
ho ohiimud tho district of Yalo had paid 
more into tho provincial treasury tl>iui the 
whole of Vancouver Island. The district 
of Kooteiiay paid largi'ly into Ihe ri'V.'iiiie 
while it only to.ik .-^iV.OUO out. The hon- 
orable gentleman from I hut .list ri. l shoul.l 
make a note of this before giving his i i.te 
on these estimates. 

CoL Baker — It receives $27,000. 
■ Mr. Semlin— refer to the item for 
roads and bridges. The samo thing might 
bo said of Yale district. While this c.ui- 
tiiiued nothing can prevent the sectional 
feeling we have heard so much about. 
The i-aihvay emupany had given their 
bonds as security for the extension 
of the. line of railway 111 A'aiicouver. The 
government had accepted these bonds in- 
stead of deinanduig a deposit. If this 
liad boon done the company ivoiild not 
have wa.ited its time sipcibliling wilh a 
fow settlors over the right of vva}-. 
Yet his honorable friund, the 
senior member for Nanaimo, with 
ono or two otbei-s in tho house, saiil 
this was the best government British < 'i> 
lumbia over had. 

Mr. Dnnmsuii' -I .s.'iy so still (l.'iiighl er). 

Mr. Semlin- It, was the best for i\lr. 
Dunsiuuir. Referring to the Ashcrot't 
bridge, ho chiimcd the governieiit h;i<l 
shown a groat, deal of vacillat ion in de.il- 
itig with tho matter. Tho govonuuenl 
had given way to Baillie" OroUman large 
grants of land to do a work which was 
tdtfii I'/rci of Ibis house, namidy, to deal 
with daniB and navigable slrcuii.s, 
a matter which bohuiged .'xebisivi.- 
ly to tho Dominion gov 1:111111. :iit . 
lu ginntuig tho land along tlu: streams 
they wore actually givnig them control of 
all the lauds, as thoy Were of no use t.i a 
farmer without tho bottom lands. The 
goveriinieut cert;iiiily knew at tlio lime 
that they h.'ul not the p..wer to gr.'iiil Ihe 
privileges and if the iiroiuoters failcil to 
c«r"y <nit their scheme a hiw suit, might 
be the reault. Referring to tho dry d.ick 
money, ho claiiiied that it had not been 
spent upon the iiiaiidahd.,, 'The-proviiu ial 
secretary claimed that cortiiin of I he 
iiionioH hatl been expended, but lie lia.l 
been endeavoring for four years t<i tin.! 
out wliero it was siieiit,. Ho claiiiieil l,hiit 
not one dollar of the .S2ri0,00() h.'i.l b.'.'ii 
s|)ent oil tho mainland. 'I'akiiig every 
year tho island had recoivid the iiiouey 
which should have been spent on tlio 
mainland and had recoivod the beiiofit of 
the dry dock refund. Tin; senior iiiombei- 
fiU' Victoria district some tiii.u agosliowed 
that ho had succeeded in diverting the 
^260,000 from its legitimate chaniRils. 1 1 o 
was here h> the house to verify the Htato- 
niont. Ho with others bad hniught ju'csh- 
iiru to hear upon the government to divurt 
it, and this showed that there was an 
amount of vacilliition in its menibers, He 
)^uuld conclu'le by sttiting as ho had coui- 
nienpod tliat bo di(l nut fool disposed to 
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untrust the present government with the 
borrowing and disposition of u million of 
dollars. Continuing, however, ho 
boiicd that they would in future 
ilisbiirso the reveniu) a little more 
liberally for neccs.sary works in tho larger 
districts, .'iiid especially that of A'alo. A 
road from Lyttou to Foster's Bur had 
been frequently asked for. A road two- 
itnd-a-half miles from Ashcroft to Corn- 
wall was also petitioned for. It saved 
Hoiiu! nine miles on the round trip. 

Mr. Mai'Lin If the lion, gentleman 
will allow me I will inform him that the 
road has already been arranged for by tho 
government. 1 hold a similar sketch in 
my hand to that you have, and the road 
tlieie marked will bo built as early as 
possible in the spring. It was arranged 
with the I'hief c.iiiiiiiiHsioiior several weeks 
ag.i (hear, hear). 

Mr. Semlin was glad to be onlighl eiied. 
It showed the better jiosition his colloagiio 
hold over himself, being in tho conlidenco 
of tho govemineut. He onumorated a 
number of improvomenia that ho coii- 
sidiM'ed of importance to his constituents - 
mails, bridges, etc. There were many 
portiiaiH of tho Yale district which were 
callable of extonsive development, but 
I his could not bo done until road com 
miiiiieatioiis were established. 

Mr. Semlin continued to talk until ho 
tiilked tho house out of a (pioriim. 

Mr. (I rant called the attention of Mr. 
Speaker to the fact.
